Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat said Sunday Jordan has 
been receiving large quantities 
of American weapons, including 
heavy tanks. He hinted they 
were for use against Syria. 
The semiofficial A1 Ahram 
newspaper said today Sadat 
made the remarks before the 
Central Committee of the Arab 
Socialist Union, Egypt's only 
political party. 
“ Jordan has been receiving 
during the recent period large 
quantities of American wea­ 
pons, including tanks, it quoted 
the president as saying. He said 
the weapons were “ bigger than 


can 
be 
used 
against 
the 
(Palestinian i guerrillas and it is 
impossible to use them against 
Israel, in accordance with the 
American security terms.'' 
He said “ it is clear that the 
shipment of those weapons has a 
connection with the Jordanian 
attack on Syria.'' 
Syria broke off diplomatic 
relations with Jordan Aug. 14. 
After 
charging Jordanian 
troops 
attacked 
its 
border 
villages. The two sides fought 
several land battles. 
In another development, Egyp­ 
tian, Syrian and Libyan leaders 
explained to their people today 
what effect the federation of the 


three nations will have on them 


Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat was making a nationwide 
radio and television broadcast 


to discuss the federation while 
in Syria his counterpart, Lt. 
Gen. Hafez Assad, scheduled a 
similar 
telecast 
In 
Libya, 
Premier Col. Moammar Khada- 
fy has been touring his country 
for a week to garner support for 
the federation. 


On Wednesday, millions of 
Egyptians, Syrians and Libyans 
go to the polls to say yes or no to 
the federation pian and its 
proposed constitution. 


In Cairo, Sadat told a three- 
hour meeting of the central 
committee of the Arab Socialist 
Union, Egypt's only political 
party, that a “ small number ' of 
workers staged a strike at the 
multi-million dollar iron and 
steel complex at Helwan. 15 
miles south of Cairo. 


The strikers held thousands of 
workers 
captive 
inside 
the 
factory 
and 
detained 
the 
chairman of the Egyptian Labor 
Federation for one night. Sadat 
said. He did not make clear 
when the incident took place, 
although it probably happened a 
few days ago.

Couple killed in crash 


Funeral services were pending today for Arnold 
George KUian, 64, and his wife. Ruby L. Kilian. 61. 
who died Saturday as a result of injuries suffered 
when their car went out of control on Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road and flipped over. 
The Kilians of 134 S. G St.. were fatally injured 
when their car left the road, about a half mile south of 
Constellation Road. 
Officers set the time of Mrs. 
Milian s death at 5.25 p.m. Saturday, about an hour 
after the accident, and that of Kilian an hour and a 
half later. 
Kilian was reported driving the family car north on 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road at a high rate of speed, 
shortly before the plunge off the road.

to 
be 
quarrelling in the car as they roared through a flat 
area on the approach to a curve that leads upgrade to 
Vandenberg Village. 
Two hours earlier, James Irwin Shepherd, 26. of 
Shell Beach, suffered minor injuries when he swerved 
his motorcycle to avoid a car on North H Street and 
hit a curbing, causing him to flip through the air and 


onto the pavement. 
Pamela Josephi..e Sesto, 27, of 312 N. Second St., 
Apt. B, was not injured. She told police she had pulled 
into H Street from a small vegetable stand in the 1700 
Block of North H Street in order to cross the 
northbound lanes enroute to a course south on the 
highway. She stopped when she saw it was unsafe to 
proceed and backed up. Shepherd was apparently 
close on the scene at that moment and he swerved his 
motorcycle to the rear of the Sesto woman's car. The 
curbing which fronts the vegetable stand stood in his 
way, according to the report. 
In an accident Sunday, Margaret R. Montgomery, 
35, of 1007 N. E PL. suffered minor injuries when the 
family car driven by her husband, Robert Blair 
Montgomery, 34, left the road and hit a tree stump. 
Sheriff's deputies said Montgomery apparently 
became blinded by the sun 
The accident occurred

Freeze will be 
followed by 
another plan 
59 cent 
tax rate 
increase 


The County Board of Supervisors 
was informed today it will be 
necessary to authorize a 59 cent 
county tax levy increase for the 
1971-72 fiscal year. 
The 
increase 
was 
seen 
as 
necessary by the office of auditor A. 
T. Eaves Jr. 
Affirmative action by the board 
would raise the levy outside the five 
incorporated cities from $3.01 to 
$3.60 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
The new rate as seen required 
would include an 11 cent tax for 
capital improvements. 
Eaves said some revenues have 
been found including government 
grants since an earlier estimate had 
placed the possible increase at up to 
70 cents. 
Eaves said if a 59 cent boost is 
authorized it would mean a raise in 
local property taxation of $4.6 
million this year to $23.1 million 
total. Budget expenditures would be 
raised $4.8 million this year to a new 
high of $61 4 million 
In listing 368 funds for which new 
tax rates must be levied. Eaves said 
his office has received notification 
all city tax levies for this year with 
the exception of the city of Lompoc. 
City tax lev ies authorized for 1971- 
72 include $1.07 for Santa Maria, 
$L25 
for 
Guadalupe, 
$1 
for 
Carpintería and $146 for Santa 
Barbara. (The Lompoc tax rate has 
been set at $1 68». 
The new overall city rates will 
include school and special district 
taxes in addition to the higher 
county levy.

The worst weekend incident took 
place near Crossmaglen, when a 
British 
army 
patrol 
accidently 
crossed into the Irish Republic on an 
unmarked road. One soldier, Cpl. 
Ian Armstrong, was killed and 
another 
was 
wounded 
in 
the 
incident, apparently by the Irish 
Republican Army (IRA). 
A foreign office spokesman in 
London said Sunday night British 
Ambassador to Dublin John Peck 
was instructed to seek a meeting 
today with Irish authorities to obtain 


a full report on the border shootings 
The 
spokesman 
said 
the 
ambassador also has been asked to 
seek “ an assurance that no effort 
will be spared to bring the offenders 
to justice ’ 
The commander of the ambushed 
patrol, Lt. Col. Michael Palmer, 
who watched the border shooting 
while 
flying 
overhead 
in 
a 
helicopter, 
said 
Sunday 
night 
Armstrong, the noncommissioned 
officer in charge of the patrol, had 
made a mistake. 
“ We all make mistakes 
The 
driver made a mistake, a small 
mistake, and he paid for it with his 
life,'' Palmer said 
The soldiers' two Ferret cars had 
accidently gone 400 yards into the 
republic and were surrounded bv a 


hostile crowd, the Army spokesman 
said Trucks were drawn up in front 
the back blocking their way. Some­ 
one threw a gasoline bomb, setting 
one of the cars afire. 


The driver and another soldier 
jumped clear and got into the second 
Ferret car, which eventually made 
its way back across the border into 
Northern Ireland The patrol was 
ordered by Palmer to stop and 
replace a damaged tire. Then the 
shooting began. 


Witnesses said the shots were 
fired by six IRA men who had taken 
up positions in a sloping field along 
the road during the patrol s enforced 
stay across the border Armstrong 
was hit after he had gone to the aid 
of another trooper, the army said

today the 90-dav price-wage freeze 
would be followed by an economic 
stabilization program with “ clout" 
but not as tough as present controls. 
Dr. Paul W. McCracken cautioned 
Congress against imposing more 
liberal personal income tax cuts 
than recommended by Nixon in his 
economic recoverv program Aug. 
15. 
McCracken told the HouseSenate 
Joint Economic Committee the 
program following the freeze would 
“ have to have pretty broad-based 
support from all elements of the 
economy and would “ have to rely 
very heavily on common consent. 
The 
administration 
economist 
said if the Democratic Congress 
broadened Nixon s tax proposals, 
inflationary pressures would be 
stirred up and “ we could get a head 
of steam going that would be hard to 
counteract." 
He testified that the adminis­ 
tration had ruled out a prolonged 
price-w age U e e w . 
George A Lincoln, head of the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness 
which is administering the 90-day 
freeze, 
told 
the 
congressional 
committee 1,700 complaints had 
been received by his agency as the 
program entered its third week. 
All valid complaints have been 
settled by voluntary compliance, 
Lincoln reported. 
McCracken estimated that the 
Nixon economic program would 
produce a net gain of $15 billion in 
the Gross National Product next 
year. The GNP is the total of goods 
and services produced in the United 
States. 
McCracken testified it was too 
early to spell out what the post­ 
freeze program would be. 


“ A freeze by itself cannot be 
expected to do a long-run job, 
McCracken said. 
indeed, by itself a freeze is apt to 
pile up ammunition for an explosion 
of wages and prices at the end. 
“ That, in fact, has tended to be 
international experience with freeze 
as such 
The current freeze on wages, 
prices and rents expires Nov. 13. 
Meantime, 
McCracken 
reported, 
Nixon has directed the new Cost of 
Living Council to work with business 
and labor leaders “ to set up a proper 
mechanism for achieving continued 
price and wage stability after the 90- 
day freeze is over 
Although he said the details have 
not been worked out for the second 
phase, the objective has been. 
It is to achieve a long enough 
period of a reasonably stable level of 
prices and costs per unit output to 
create a new confidence in the 
purchasing power of our dollar," 
McCracken told the committee 
Three 
of 
Nixons 
cabinet 
members already have suggested 
the prospect of something more than 
voluntary 
controls 
on 
profits, 
dividends and interest rates —as 
well as wages and prices —when the 
current freeze ends. 


Another 
Cabinet 
member, 
Agriculture Secretary Clifford M 
Hardin, came out with his second 
round of criticism today of “ some 
labor leaders “ who for selfish 
reasons oppose the freeze. ‘ 
Hardin, in a prepared speech for 
an appearance at Columbus, Ohio, 
aimtMi his blast at longshore union 
leaders who “ dictate that the west 
coast dock strike will continue . He 
said their actions were “ examples 
of a lack of leadership that America 
can ill afford at this hour 
Negotiators 
arranged 
a 
new 
bargaining session in San Francisco 
to try to break the deadlock in the 
two-month-old strike that Hardin 


said was “ running roughshod over 
farmers " by canceling farm export 
sales. 
On the third Monday of trading 
since President Nixon issued the 90- 
day wage-prize freeze the stock 
market was fairly quiet in the first 
hour of trading, with the Dow Jones 
industrial averages up less than a 
point. 
In Japan, at the start of the first 
full week of trading on the Tokyo 
foreign exchange since the ven was 
allowed to float, the dollar held 
steady at about 5 per cent below its

Officials predicted that Thieu, 
who is the sole candidate for 
reelection in presidential elections 
Oct. 3, would have about the same 2- 
1 advantage in the new Assembly 
that his government had in the old 
With 140 seats out of 159 decided in 
the unofficial results, 58 were known 
to be pro»government and 32 known 
opposition. 
Three 
others 
were 
independents and the afl illations of 
the remaining 47 were unknown 
Thirty-four of those elected to 
four-year terms were incumbents 
and 106 were new deputies One 
interpretation of the small number 
of incumbents was that it was a 
government 
effort 
to eliminate 
deputies involved in black market or 
smuggling operations. 
A near record 78.5 per cent of the 
eligible voters went to the polls in 
the election whose interest was 
heightened 
by 
the 
furious 
maneuvering that has gone on 
around the later presidential race. 
In recent weeks, both of Thieu s op­ 
ponents, retired Gen. Duong Van 
Big" Minh and Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky. have withdrawn 
with allegations that the contest was 
unfair. 
In the war. there was an upsurge 
of 
Communist 
militarv 
attacks 
reaching the highest level in four 
months, but little disruption of the 
voting 
In the worst of several terrorist 
attacks a Viet Cong threw a hand 
grenade into a polling station in the 
central coast city of Qui Nhong, 
killing seven persons and wounding 
32 
The results of the parliamentary 
elections were watched closely for 
any signs of increased opposition to 
Thieu following the withdrawal ot 
his two opponents from the pres 
idential race 
“ The pro-government forces have 
been returned to the house as 
expected, U S officials said as the 
results came in South Vietnamese 
spokesmen agreed but added. “ We 
are not certain what the tuture 
alignment of the Assembly will be

Police held the captain ot 
the Greek ferry Heleanna in 
jail on multiple homicide 
charges today while a sea 
and air search continued for 
possible survivors or more 
victims from the ship which 
burned at sea 
Twenty-four persons were 
known dead and 139 injured 
from the fire that swept the 
ship in the Adriatic Sea 
Saturday. 
There was difficulty in 
determining how many had 
been 
aboard 
the 
ferry. 
Greek authorities said there 
were 
1.097 
but 
Italian 


authorities said they had 
counted 1.164. including the 
dead and injured 
A 
flotilla 
of 
navy, 
merchant 
marine 
and 
fishing 
boats 
took 
the 
survivors to shore. Travel 
agencies that had booked 
many of the passengers 
chartered planes to fly them 
home 
and 
DC6 
planes 
provided by the Italian air 
force shuttled others to 
Milan and Paris. 
One of the officials in 
charge of coordinating the 
search 
said 
today. 
“ Common sense suggests 
that we are not going to find 


anyone else alive 
But 
helicopters and navy ships 
continued to comb the area. 
The captain. Demetrios

San Francisco policeman killed in attack on substation 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) A shotgun flred through the 
“ talk" hole in bulletproof glass at a police station Sunday 
night killed a sergeant and wounded a woman dispatcher 
A total ot 18 shots were fired in the lobby of Ingleside 
Station, causing detectives to surmise that at least two men 
made the attack, although they had a description of only 
one 
In an area-wide radio broadcast, police said the man they 
are hunting is a Negro, about 20 years old, and wearing a 
white Tee-Shirt 
Most of the bullets from a shotgun and a 9-mm automatic 
pistol were tired in an unsuccessful attempt to blast down a 
steel door leading to inner police quarters A fireman said 
later the wall around the door "looked like Swiss cheese 
The victim of the tatal shots was Sgt John Young, 45, the 


third San Francisco policeman this year to be shot in the 
line of dutv. and the sixth in the past 18 months. 
Wounded in the shoulder and taken to Mission Emergency 
Hospital was the dispatcher, Mrs. Ellen Lipney, 30. 
There was only one other policeman in the building at the 
time of the attack and by the time he reached Young the 
sergeant was dead 
No explanation was given for the sneak attack on the 
station which is surrounded on three sides by Balboa Park 
and on the other by a freeway. 
Led by Chief Alfred J. Nelder, police swarmed to the 
scene as soon as a radio call went out saying: “ A sergeant's 
been shot A sergeant s been shot Get an ambulance over 
here. 
Aided by floodlights from Fire Department trucks and 


police dogs, patrolmen searched the park without finding 
anyone. 
A five-foot hole was cut in the fence separating the 
station's back from the freeway, leading detectives to 
believe the escape was made in that direction, probably to a 
waiting car. 
Nelder called it “ the senseless killing of a wonderful man 
and one of the finest police officers in the department 
Shortly after the fusillade of shots in the station, there 
was a mysterious explosion at a Bank of America branch a 
mile away, but it could not be determined if there was any 
connection. 
Since February 1970. there have been 64 sabotage 
attempts at the bank's branches. 
Nor was there anv indication whether the violence was 


connected to explosions that caused $150,000 worth ot 
damages Saturday, to offices of the state departments ot 
corrections 
and 
rehabilitation 
in 
Sacramento, 
San 
Francisco and San Mateo. 


Anonymous telephone calls and letters said those 
resulted trom the slaying in an unsuccessful prison break ot 
George Jackson, black revolutionary who was charged with 
killing a white guard at Soledad State Prison. He was killed 
at San Quentin, in addition to three guards and two other 
convicts. 


Jackson was one ot three “ Soledad Brothers charged in 
the first killing and the two survivors were in court in San 
Francisco last week for a pretrial hearing.

Vietnam to gain such ends. 
The Nhan Dan editorial 
suggested Nixon was trying 
to exploit the differences 
between 
Moscow'

Peking. 
“ A perfidious move of his 
(Nixon's! is to spray the 
toxic gas of chauvinism into 
opportunist 
heads 
in 
an 
attempt to play Socialist 
countries 
against 
one 
another...", Nhan Dan said. 
Soviet reaction to the pro­ 
posed Nixon-Mao Tse-Tung 
summit has been similar 
Although there has been 
no 
o f f ic ia l 
Soviet 
government statement on 


the subject, the gist of 
authoritative 
newspaper 
comment is that the Chinese 
seek a deal with the United 
States at the expense of the 
Soviet Union — and possibly 
North Vietnam.

Forty-seven-years ago, on 
May 21, 1924. Leopold and 
his friend Richard Loeb, 
both 19 and students at the 
University of Chicago, set 
out to commit "the perfect 
crime.

Bobby Franks, the son ol a 
Chicago 
mill iona ire, drove 
him to a suburban forest 
preserve and pounded a 
chisel into his head 
The 
child's nude body was found 
the next morning stuffed 
into a railroad culvert.

was

seen 
leaving the grounds of the 
Harvard School for Boys 
about 5 p m that evening. 
His mother told police she 
received a call that night 
from a man who said the 
boy had been kidnaped and 
was safe The next morning 
Bobby's

Franks, received a mailed 
note instructing him to send 
$10,000 ransom That same 
morning the boy s body was 
discovered.

U.S. dollar holds steady 


TOKYO <UPI >—The U.S. dollar held 
steady around 5 per cent below its former 
official value today in light trading on the 
Japanese currency market and slipped 
slightly in the European markets keeping 
an eye on Japan 
In the first trading Saturday after the 
Japanese government decided to float the 
yen the dollar sagged 5.2 per cent from the 
former official parity of 360 yen to the 
dollar. It closed today at 341.70 to the 
dollar, an effective devaluation of 5.05 per 
cent. 
Banking sources predicted there would 
be a further drop in the dollar next Tuesday 
but there still was no indication it would 
move to the 10 to 15 per cent devaluation 
hoped for by the Nixon administration to 
help achieve a more favorable balance of 
trade with Japan Devaluation of the dollar 
would raise the cost of Japanese exports to 
the United States and cut the price of 


American imports in Japan. 
In Stockholm the U.S. dollar fell below 
5.00 Swedish kronor for the first time since 
World War II. Foreign banks bought bank 
notes at 4.975, or 2.8 per cent below’ the old 
official parity of 5.18 
The dollar fell 
slightly in Denmark but was unchanged in 
Norway and Finland.

Paris 
the

dropped significantly on the two market

prevailing 
there. 
On the free 
market, where the price is based on supply 
and demand, the dollar was off by 3.7 per 
cent, to 5.33 francs against the old official 
rate of 5.51.

Pat O’Higgins: aide to ‘Madame’ 


Your birthday by Stella

NEW YORK - (NEA) - . 
When the pot calls the ket­ 
tle black the situation can be 
funny. And it was very, very 
funny when James Brady 
reviewed for Women’s Wear 
Daily Patrick O’Higgins bi­ 
ography of Helena Rubin­ 
stein. “ Madame.” Brady pi­ 
ously 
c a l l e d 
the 
book 
“ bitchy” and “ opinionated.” 


One wonders if Mr. Brady 
was able to keep a straight 
face as he wrote his right­ 
eous criticism. For “ bitchy” 
and “ opinionated” could apt­ 
ly be the names on the street 
signs of the twin roads WWD 
has trodden for m a n y a 
moon. 
“ Madame,” published by 
Viking in June, is already in 
its third printing. And it 
brings to life the tiny, dom­ 
inating cosmetic tycoon who 
died in her 94th year in 1965. 
She comes alive as an in­ 
furiating but loveable blend 
of princess and peasant — a 
lonely, self-made millionaire 
who was absolute monarch 
in her family-managed em­ 
pire and who tru s te d no 
one’s genius ‘but her own. 
And no one who reads it 
will ever again think of Hel­ 
ena Rubinstein as simply the 
name on a jar of face cream. 
But this is not a review of 
the book, though delightful 
it is. For the story behind 
the biography stems from 
O’iliggins, 
the 
man 
who 
wrote it after having spent 
14 years, until her death, as 
Madame Rubinstein’s trav­ 
eling companion, secretary, 
publicity man and “ Lord- 
High-Everything-Else.” 
O’Higgins m e t Madame 
through a m u t u a l friend 
while he was working as 
travel editor on the maga­ 
zine, “ Flair.” The magazine 
was folding 
and Madame 
gave him a job at Rubin­ 
stein — although he admits 
that for months “ he didn’t 
know what he was supposed 
to be doing there.” 
Patrick was born in Paris. 
And with a name straight 
from the ould sod the ques­ 
tion had to be asked. “ How 
come an O’Higgins got him­ 
self born in France?” 
“ It wasn’t planned that 
way,” he said. “ My mother 
was buying hats in Paris and

misjudged her time.” And 
his Celtic family made up 
for that accident of birth. 
He was educated in England 
and s e r v e d in the Irish 
Guards during World War 
II. 
Patrick claims he wTote 
the book to make money, 
naturally. But that he was 
equally promoted to write it 
because he loved the tiny, 
imperious woman known for 
her fabulous 
jewels, 
her 
bowler hats that matched 
every costume, her eagle’s 
profile and her feuds with 
Revlon’s C h a rle s Revson 
whom she called “ The Nail 
Man,” and Elizabeth Arden, 
dubbed by Madame Rubin­ 
stein as “ The Other One.” 
And he wanted to share his 
hectic adventures in her em­ 
ploy with others who would 
appreciate her complex per­ 
sonality. 
“ Making someone come 
alive is difficult,” he said 
over a delicious lunch he had 
cooked himself. “ I wasn’t 
being bitchy—but she WAS 
a character. 
“ The toughest thing was 
that I not only had to find 
my voice but 1 had to find 
her’s, too. The dialogue was 
hard for me to handle. 
“ First,” he added, “ there 
was Madame who n e v e r 
spoke a sentence of over five 
words. And then there was 


me who talks up a storm. 
And it was my first book.” 
But he mastered the di­ 
alogue and now a m o v i e 
based on his book is being 
considered. 
O’Higgins, who since he 
left Rubinstein has been an 
editor and feature writer for 
Harper’s Bazaar, Status and 
McCalls, reacts like a sur­ 
prised kid to the success of 
his book. 
“ There was a girl reading 
it on the bus the other day,” 
he said, “ and I had to re­ 
strain myself from going 
over to her and saying, ‘I ’m 
Patrick O’Higgins!’ ” 
Of Madame, he said. “ Her 
driving force was survival 
and that’s whv she lived to 
be 94 ” 
How he survived the 14 
years in her service is a 
small miracle in its own 
right. But you laugh your 
way through such hilarious 
antics as M a d a m e and 
O’Higgins 
at 
the 
airport 
■ struggling to enplane for 
I’aris — Patrick burdened 
w i t h stringtied hand lug­ 
gage, Madame’s fur coats 
thrown over his shoulders 
while she prodded him on 
the rump with her make-up 
case, crying, “ It’s only an­ 
other 50 yards. Don’t give 
up.” 
O’Higgins has been crit­ 
icized for focusing attention 


on the fact that his million­ 
aire boss carried her lunch 
to work in a brown paper 
bag. Yet a rich and success­ 
ful business woman once de­ 
fined sophistication like this: 
“ When I was y o u n g , it 
seemed natural to me to 
carry my lunch in a paper 
bag. As an adolescent it be- 
c a m e an embarrassment. 
But now I can do it with 
complete aplomb and no em­ 
barrassment at all. And that, 
to me, is sophistication.” 
When Madame Rubinstein 
died, she l e f t O’Higgins 
$5,000 in cash and $2,000 a 
year for the rest of his life. 
Perhaps not a lot of money 
but P a t r i c k said, “ Why 
should she leave me more? 
I was an employe, not a rel­ 
ative.” 
Women’s Wear concluded 
its review of his book by say­ 
ing that the moral would 
seem to be that old ladies 
who hire charming young 
men as their companions 
should take care of them in 
their w i l l s or books like 
“ Madame” can be the re­ 
sult. 
Yet O’Higgins e n d s his 
book by saying of Helena 
Rubinstein. "Not only have 
I missed her — I a l w a y s 
will.” 
And that reads more like 
affection than bitchiness.

18 and 21 to vote where they 
currently live — rather than 
where their parents reside

buildup of a huge new youth

Barbara campus is located. 
County Clerk J.E. Lewis 
said he is instructing his 
election division to put the 
ruling 
in 
effect 
immediately. 
He is predicting that the 
ruling could result in the 
addition 
of 
some 
11,000 
youths as eligible county 
voters for local elections, 
including school bond and 
tax 
rate 
elections 
and 
county elections including 
the June. 1972 Primary. 
Most of this new block 
would be located in and 
about the UC Santa Barbara 
campus community of Isla 
Vista, 
west 
of 
Santa 
Barbara. 
The buildup of the youth 
voting block in the Isla Vista 
area could be anywhere 
from the present more than 
3,(НЮ registrations to over 
10,000 it is felt 
A heavy registration in 
the 
Isla' Vista 
area 
is 
expected to make a big 
impact on the June, 1972 
Primary election 
in the 
county, especially in the 
Third Supervisorial District 
where Board of Supervisors 
chairman Daniel G. Grant 
is 
expecting 
to 
seek 
reelection 
Grant and the 
Isla Vista youth contingent 
have often been bitterly at 
odds. 
County taxpayer groups 
have previously expressed

Lewis said the youth vote 
in the county would be built 
up under the new ruling not 
only in the Isla Vista area, 
but as a result of student

Many of these students also 
live outside the county, but 
can qualify as local voters. 
While the county clerk’s

Americans will buy some 40 million radios this year, 
and 19 out of every 20 will have been made abroad, 
chiefly in Japan 
Domestic manufacturers retain a 
scant five per cent of this market 
Foreign penetration of the U.S. television market is 
also climbing rapidly 
Last year imports accounted for 
51 per cent of black-and-white and almost 18 per cent ot 
color TV sets sold. 
Meanwhile, U.S. manufacturers, fighting to stay 
competitive, have been forced to buy overseas or to set 
up their own plants in low-labor areas such as Taiwan, 
Hong Kong and Mexico — thus exporting tens of 
thousands of jobs at a time when this country suffers 
from high unemployment. 
The consumer electronics situation is notable because 
it is the first major technical industry in which the 
Japanese have captured more than half of a product's 
market 
Rut the problem is accelerating in other key 
industries, such as automobiles, steel and textiles, 
largely because Japanese manufacturers can send low- 
priced goods to this country while keeping American

competitors out of Japanese home markets. 
For example, a Detroit-made automobile exported to 
Japan faces a 10 per cent tariff, a commodity tax that 
raises the price from 30 to 40 per cent, a licensing fee and 
an annual road tax about five times higher than that for a 
Japanese car 
(Yet in areas where foreigners are treated on an equal 
basis with Japanese manufacturers, it is the Japanese 
who have cause to complain Two U.S. food companies, 
for example, control 95 per cent of the markets for 
instant coffee in Japan.» 
This is part of the background to President Nixon's 
Pearl Harbor in reverse - slapping a 10 per cent 
surcharge on imports and letting the dollar “ float'' in 
value in relation to the yen and other currencies. It also 
explains the convulsions these actions have caused in 
Japan. 
Twenty-six years after VJ-Day, the time has come for 
Japan and the United States to sit down — as equals — 
and hammer out new trade rules for the benefit of both 
countries and both peoples.

In the Middle East, the evidence is 
strong that false Soviet reports to 
Egypt's Nasser helped trigger the 
Israeli-Arab contlict of 1967, aiding

It is clear our national security 
will erode unless the United States

But if we react as in Vietnam, the 
United States could become bogged 
in endless wars at intolerable cost. 
Unfortunately, some of the major

Except where it involves arms, 
equipment and other hardware, 
what research has been done on 
insurgencies has not been well- 
received by the Pentagon’s military 
decision makers. 
That is to say tor guerrilla wars 
like Vietnam, and for Middle East- 
type situations, the United States 
now has no practical solutions. 
We may muddle through in the 
Middle East without knowing why.

paraphrase the old saw about the 
weather, 
it 
can 
be 
said 
that 
everybody talks about crime but 
almost no one does anything about it 
or, 
at 
any 
rate, 
anything 
constructive. This city has just had 
a series of reports by the San 
Francisco Crime Committee that 
are in many respects unique. 
Working for more than a year the 
committee, 
headed 
by 
two 
distinguished 
San 
Francisco 
lawyers, Moses Lasky and William 
Orrick, Jr., sought to cut through the 


fog of hypocrisy 
generated 
by the 
conviction 
that 
private 
morality 
can be enforced by 
law. Inevitably, the 
reports 
stirred 
a 
tempest 
of 
controversy, which 
is a net gain in 
itself. 


The last report — which blew the 
lid 
— 
recommended, 
by 
a 
committee vote of 17 to 9, that 
marijuana be legalized. This report 
proposed 
the 
repeal 
of 
laws 
forbidding the use of marijuana by 
adults or forbidding adults from 
visiting a place where marijuana is 
used, as well as repealing the laws 
prohibiting possession by and sale to 
adults. 
The law would continue to prohibit 
the sale of the drug to minors, and 
any advertising of marijuana would 
be 
illegal. 
In short, 
the laws 
governing the use of marijuana 
would follow the pattern, although 
with a considerably stricter base, of 
those 
regulating 
alcoholic 
beverages. 
Law-enforcement officials came 
out with strong dissents. This would 
mean legalization of another drug, 
with enforcement, in light of the 
variety of sources through which 
marijuana can be obtained, far 
more difficult. Nevertheless, the 
committee’s 
recommendations 
brought into open discussion the 
harsh penalties in present law and 
the way those penalties have ruined 
the lives of many young people who 
have fallen afoul of them. 
Almost as controversial was the 
report on what Orrick, who served 
as head of the antitrust division in 
the Kennedy Administration, calls 
nonvictim crime. 
Following the 
example of the British Parliament, 
the report recommended that the 
practice of homosexuality between 
consenting adults in private should 
no longer be a crime. Alcoholism 
would be treated as a disease and 
not a crime. Similarly, prostitution 
would no longer be subject to severe 
criminal 
penalties. 
The 
police 
department would be relieved of a 
burden compounded of futility and 
frustration in this permissive city. 
The live sex shows in North Beach 
go about as far. as the song from the 
musical “ Oklahoma had it, as you 
can go and for that matter a lot 
further. Sodom and Gomorrah west 
is the opprobrious label applied by 
reformers who cry in vain tor 
action. 
For 
swinging 
San 
Franciscans there is a sneaky pride 
in the designation for their city of 
pornography capital. 
The crime committee took a 
position not unlike that of the White 
House Commission on Obscenity 
and Pornography. The commission 
recommended the repeal ol existing 
federal and state laws prohibiting or 
interfering with the “ consensual 
distribution 
of 
“ obscene 
materials This was on the theory 
that 
government 
regulation 
ol 
i 
“ moral choice' should not deprive 
the individual of “ the responsibility 
for personal decision which is 


essential to the formation of genuine 
moral standards.” 
Dissenters on the commission 
violently 
disagreed 
with 
this 
conclusion and the white House 
finally disowned the report. The 
commission, had been named by 
Nixon's predecessor, Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 
As 
to 
the 
San 
Francisco 
committee’s recommendations on 
marijuana, the controversy centers 
on private morality versus legal 
enforcement of morals. Those who 
worked on the report believe the 
ultimate 
answer 
is 
boredom. 
Business in the pornography trade is 


said to be falling off here as it has in 
Denmark where sex shops and sex 
shows were a pioneering venture. 
The crime committee was created 
by Mayor Joseph Alioto, who is 
running for re-election to a second 
term. 
Although 
he 
is 
under 
indictment in Seattle for bribery, he 
is rated a shoo-in in November. 
Given his own delicate position, he 
is 
not 
exactly 
embracing 
the 
com m ittee's 
radical 
recommendations. But neither in 
this free-wheeling city had he 
repudiated his own creation.

Tough options

Even 
as 
the 
confusions 
of 
President Nixon’s 90-day wage-price 
freeze are taking hold, the economic 
experts are trying to guess what he 
will do when the clamp-down period 
expires. They don’t think his options 
are very heartening. 
One economist, who 
wants 
to 
be 
anonymous because 
he has colleagues in 
the administration, 
thinks extending the 
freeze another 90 
days or more would 
be bad news 
—an admission the 
didn’t do much. 
President's 
politically 
friends agrees. 
A second option, of course, is just 
to forget any further restraints after 
mid-November. Such a decision, it 
is suggested, could be accompanied 
by an appeal to business and labor to 
be good boys and not go hog wild. 
The President’s friend argues 
that, if the lid is to be lifted in 
November, 
Nixon will have to 
jawbone 
management 
and 
the 
unions heavily in the weeks ahead. 
His necessary theme: If you don't 
behave 
when the controls are 
removed, they’ll go back on, harder 
than now. 
My anonymous economist says a 
third option for the President would 
be to supplant the present freeze 
with more formal but also more 
flexible controls. For example, the 
rule might be that prices could 
move up 10 or 15 per cent at a 
maximum. 
Another 
possible step is the 
establishment of detailed wage- 
price guidelines on the general 
pattern set in the Kennedy-Johnson 
era. This might be accompanied by 
a strongly worded threat to impose 
stiff 
controls, 
selectively, 
on 
anybody who gets sharply out of 
line. 
Under 
this 
arrangement, 
the 
President might very well blink at 
all but flagrant violations of the 
guidelines. 
Indeed, their whole 
purpose might be conceived as an 
effort to prevent extreme wage- 
price moves which others in the 
economy use as a model. 
Nobody here, of course, has any 
idea which option the President will 
choose. 
If his original economic 
block-buster is any indication, he 
may delay decision until a very late 
hour. 
Many people in politics, business 
and labor are complaining about the 
“ unfairness'' of the impact of the 
wage-price freeze. It is easy enough 
to document this. 
But that can 
hardly be used as an argument 
against controls. At any given point 
in 
time, 
there 
is 
always 
a 
substantial amount of inequity in the 
economy, whether it is frozen or 


unfrozen. 
If there were no freeze 
today, all kinds of imbalances — 
working 
hardship 
on 
some 
individuals and businesses — would 
be showing up in fresh profusion 
each day. 
Obviously, the administration has 
to hope that the current freeze will 
not be outrageously inequitable, and 
that it will be reasonably effective 
in checking inflation. 
But some sources here dare to say 
that the freeze might have a damper 
effect 
on 
those 
parts of 
the 
President’s 
economic 
package 
designed specifically to stimulate 
the economy and produce more 
jobs. 
It’s being assumed that if a man 
knows he can buy a car cheaper 
under the Nixon plan, he's more 
likely to do it. It’s being assumed, 
too, that if he knows his income tax 
bite next year will be a bit smaller, 
he also might be more in a buying 
mood. 
Maybe these things won t happen. 
Perhaps the man whose wages are 
frozen, and might stay that way for 
much longer than 90 days, will 
decide it’s not prudent to buy a car 
or a new sofa even though their cost 
to him is held steady. Saving money 
might seem wiser. 
The point is, human behavior is 
more unpredictable than ever today. 
Classic economic thinking, which 
assumes 
certain 
business 
or 
consumer responses will follow 
almo 
automatically from certain 
actions, may not apply at all.
